State Department I. hi IWmIoii al 
the h ull Text of the Dinpatch 8eut by 
Juieph CliMUiberlnln to Sir Cliarlea 
Governor General of ItrltUh 



W ASHrNOTON , Oct. 26.— The state de- 
partment iB in possession of the full text 
of the dispatch sent by Joseph Cham- 
berlain, secretary of state for the col- 
onies in the British cabinet, to Sir 
Charles Lees, governor general of Brit- 
ish Guiana, concerning tho strengthen- 
ing of the frontier, the increase of jxilice 
and the purchase of maxim guns in the 
British Guiana territory. 

The department hits* been furnished 
also with the detailed uction of the high 
council of British Guiana upon tho 
recommendation of Minister Chamber- 
lain. These proceedings give the full 
resolution offered by the governor gen- 
eral for the purchise of a maxim gun 
and ammunition, uniform, arms and 
accoutrements. They also make the 
surprising disclosure that the high 
council of British Guiana, after its 
members had severely arraigned Min- 
ister Chamberlain for his precipitate 

action in recommending maxim guns, 

defeated the resolution fur fheir pur- 
chase by ■ vote of 10 to 8, thus reject- 
ing the policy luid down by the British 
cabinet . 

The state department was put into 
possession of this information on 
Wednesday last in an Official communi- 
cation from I high member of the diplo- 
matic corps, who regarded the subject 
as of such importance that Secretary 
Olncy should be in possession of the 
facts. 

When t'.ie high council opened its ses- 
«ion two letters from the JJiitish foivgn 
office, signed by Minister Chamberlain, 
were read. The government secretary 
also announced that there was an im- 
portant telegram referring to the pur- 
purchase of maxim guns, which would 
not be read until tho conncil went into 
secret section. Mr. Chamberlain's letter 
to Governor Sir Charles C. Lees. K. C. 
M. G., governor general of British Gui- 
ana, referring to the arming of the fron- 
ties and the building of a military road 
is as follows: 

"Seventh of September, IK95: I have 
the honor to Inform you that my at- 
tention has been directed to the serious 
position in which the colony of British 
Guiana find- itself at the present time," 

After reciting the depressed condition 
of the frold region, Mr. Chamberlain 
oontUr&of i: 

"In its gold. British Guiana appears 
to pose r s * a considerable son foe of wealth, 

from which it may be expected that an 
increasing revenue can be drawn if 

m e asures ere taken to open up the coun- 
try and to render the gold-bearing re- 
gion more accessible to miners than it 

has hitherto been. 

"To tins end. one of the first and 
most important steps is to constan t the 
proposed road for connecting the upper 
rcachoflcf the Burina and Parana rivers, 
thenoe to be carried to theOayunial 

the mouth of the Aearabisci creek and 

onward, if accessary, to the junction 
of the Umim and Cuyan rivers. 

"The road, as I have said, is neces- 
sary for ihe development of the north- 
western dist; iets which so far is the dis- 
trict promising the best results ».>. a gold 

field. Eat it if aiso of importanee from 
an administrative and military point of 

view as it will materially shorten the 
distant*) to the interior of British Guiana 

and will at the same time put it in the 

power of the government to keep more 

closely in touch with the frontier and to 

repel any attempts of aggression on the 
part of Vein anna. 

"'il.e rohd \\?«i noli I understand, in- 
Uftvott huge expenditure, and I con* 
side] that no time should be lost in nn- 
d«'i taking its eo tsi - action. 

"1 uofdrtiiugly telegraphed yon on 
the Dd y st. requesting you to bring the 
matter before the high council and to ob- 
tain its sanction to the road being pro- 
oeeded with immediately." 

Mr. Chamberlain then requests in- 
formation as to whether capitalists can 
be found who will take a concession for 

the gold field, covering the same terri- 
irj , . the Veneiuolan concession to u 

I , .States syndicate. He adds that 
inquiries arc now being made in Lon- 
don ;is to the possibility of Inducing 
capitalists there to take the concession 
from Great Britain. His letter pro- 
ceeds: 

"in view of D possible early and rapid 
exparouon of the gold Industry, it will 
be necessary to provide adeqiuitaiv for 
the (saie protxxjtwu of the district so that 

order maybe maintained and the bor- 
ders ofthe colon v secured against incur- 
sion. The existing police force will 
need to be strengthened for this purpose, 

and to what extent that may be neces- 

sarv I shall be glad to learn of the opin- 
ion after a full i ousideration of the sub- 
ject, it Will probably Ik come necessary 
to erect a barracks at Uruau, and at one 
or two iioiuts, if the force on the border 
is materially increased. 

"I have to request that you will gi^e 
your immediate attention to the various 
points mentioned in this dispatch, and 
indeed to the whole subject In all its 
bearings, and that you will famish me 
with a full [statement of your views by 
the earliest opportunity." 

After reading the foregoin? letter, the 

ffovernruent secretary offer the fol- 
owing resolution: 

"Be it resolved, that this court sanc- 
tions the following expenditure, being 
charged against the revenue for the cur- 
rent year: Purchase of one maxim gun 



and ammunition. |I,680; two additional 
sub-inspectors of police, $720; uniforms, 
arms and accoutrements, $435. Totals, 
$2,885." 

The government secretary offered a 
second resolution appropriating $4,000 
for a barracks at Uraun, the point where 
the recent trouble in Venezuela oc- 
curred. 

In a speech supporting the resolutions, 
the government secretary said with re- 
gard to the purchase of the maxim gun 
that it was the direct wish of Mr. Cham- 
berlain. The government had already 
voted a certain sum for the purchase of 
gnus. These guns, two in number, 
would Ix* mounted on field carriages, 
and he thought he would l>e justified in 
saying that this one would not bo 
placed on a neld carriage, but would be 
sent direct to the frontier. There was 
already an armed force thero, which it. 
was desirable to improve. The men 
there had weirpons of defense and of- 
fense, but they would now have a 
weapon of a different sort. 

The government secretary said he re- 
garded Mr. Chamberlain's dispatch as 
the most important communication too 
colony of British Guiana had received 
in recent years. The dispatch, lie said, 
showed that those who were advising 
her majesty in regard to affairs in Brit- 
ish Guiana were not asleep to its inter- 
ests, and that they were not desirous of 
letting things remain as tin v were. It 
was an imperial i>olicy that was before 
them. These were big words, he said, 
to use on the matter of the expenditure 
of so small an amount a* $2,835 for 
maxim guns, ammunition, etc., but it 
was not the consideration of that small 
sum, but the consideration of the gen- 
eral policy of her majesty's government 
which was now being put Mere the 
court in black and white. It had not 
been easy for him to approach the sub- 
ject. There were reasons which he 
thought the honorable m e mb e rs would 
understand without his going into them, 
and they would see whv he had skirted 
what might be read bet ween the lines 
of this motion and why he had not gone 
into further details fin these points. He 
appealed to the menib rs to support th ■ 
resolutions for tho belter arming of the 
frontier. 

It Was soon evident, however, that 
the members of the Ugh council did not 
approve Mr. Chamberlain's nroposition 
for guns und aims. Mr. Duncan said 
they were Baked to vote mo, ley for the 
purchase of maxim guns to - lace on the 
frontier which it took then lis. weeks to 
reach. The first thing they might hear 
about that gun was that if was being 
exhibited as a curiosity at Bolivar. 
(Laughter.) Until tliey had easy and 
rapid communication, he would call it 
foolish to place maxim guns along tho 
frontier. When roads were built it 
would be time enough. They had been 
told it was the direct wish of Mr. Cham- 
berlain, hut while that gentleman might 
be advised of affairs at home, he did n 
know very much ubont the British Gui- 
ana frontier, and he had not yet grasped 
the diflb alt ion of the situation. Mr. 

Duncan quoted Artemns Ward's refer- 
ence to a letter, that it must have been 
"wrote sarcastic." The people of Brit- 
ish ( ruiana i anted tiieir gold industry 
developed, but they were not anxious 

that it be done in a foolish way, and to 
hope to do it by purchasing maxim guns 
and engaging snb-inspc tors wa.s cer- 
tainly very foolish. 

Mr. BIcKinnon said that the govern- 
ment already had two maxim gu.is, 
ami instead of buying more those al- 
ready on hand should be sent to the 
frontier. He WM glad to note the en- 
ergy of Mr. Chamberlain, bat the lat- 
ter was acting too hastily, and he 

thought less haste would secure better 

results. 

Mr. Webber said he did not think the 

gun item necessary. At present they 

had live policemen facing ;>i> Venesuaf- 
ans, and they were living in amity on 
each side. Supposing they had a row 
and they killed 10 Venezuelans, that 
would open war. Where would they 
defend themselves? Not in the wilder- 
ness of Uruun. but they would send for 
one of her majesty's cruisers to block- 
ade the mouth of the Orinoco or to seize 
the customs receipts of La Guayru. The 
poor colonists of British Guiana could 
not defend themselves even against 
Venezuela. Maxim guns would do 
more harm than good. Mr. Chamber- 
lain, appeared to be laboring under the 

Inspiration of a local field marshal. 
(Laughter). 

The attorney general defended the 
purchase of guns, ammunition, etc. He 
said this action was not premature, be- 
cause it had been express instructions of 
the secretary of state by telegram. Tho 
dispatch indicated clearly for what pur- 
pose the equipment was required. It 
was to protect life and property and pre- 
vent the incursion of Venezuela on the 
boroer of the colony. The court should 
bear in mind that a very large question 
ol policy w as involved in the purpose of 
her majesty's government to prevent 
the advance of the Venezuelans. With 
respect to that suggestion her majesty's 
government was entirely responsible, 
and it was not for this council to deter- 
mine lines (jf policy. It seemed to hint 
that when her majesty's governmeir 
lad arrived at a clear idea of what 
should be done it was incumbent upon 
this couiu il to help carry out the policy. 

Mr. Gfliean opposed the purchase of

possible that Mi. Chamberlain could 
know the condition of affairs at Uruan. 

If the maxim gun had to be used, the 
V*eaeauelattS would capture it in short 
order and the colonial force would be 
annihilated. The government seeietary 
asserted that this was part of an import- 
nut generalpolicy by her majesty's gov- 
ernment. But could it be believed that 
Mr. Chamberlain, who had not been 
two month! In office, and who during 
those two months had been fnlly en- 
gaged with his large parliunieufctry 
duties, would have already formnluted 
a line of policy for British Guiana, 
jhter). 



West Indies afw r his lordship fiaxt taken 
a three months' tour around the West 
Indies in his yacht "Sunbeam." It 
would require the brains of a Caesar, a 
Napoleon or a Gladstone to devise such 
policies off-hand. The speiflter added: 
"Our defense is not the force of arms, 
our defense is the prestige of the name 
of tfie British nation (Hear! Hear!) 
and the talk of any other defense is 
mere rubbish." 

After further debate the motion was 
put by the government secretary and 
defeated — yeas, S; nays, 10. 

The SeOOUd resolution, appropriating 
$4,000 for a barracks at Urnan, was 
adopted unanimously. 

As already stated, the state depart- 
ment has been put in possession of the 
letters of Mr. Chamberlain and the pn>- 
ceedings of the council from which t he 

above verbatim extracts are made. Be- 

sides the foregoing important develop- 
ments of today, translations trom l.'ie 
Venezuelan yellow Ixxik were made 
public, covering the demand of Great 
Britain upon Venezuela a year ago. 
These have already lieen given in sub- 
stance, and in view of the much more 
interesting dispatches of Minister Cham- 
berlain during the present month, the 

events of a year ago received li.ti" at- 
tention.

San Fuancisco. Oct. 26.— General 
Dickinson made the <>]>ening argument 
for the defense in the trial of Theodore 
Durant yesterday. Although the air 
in the crowded courtroom was stifling, 
he spoke from morning until night and 
then announced that he would not con- 
clude his argument until the court 
should meet next Tuesday. 

Dickinson's speech was in the natnre 
of a surprise from the fact that he did 
not attack the integrity of the prosecu- 
tion's witnesses or denounce the meth- 
ods of the police as Attorney Dneprey 
intimated would be done In his ojiening 
address to the jury. Nevertheless it is 

generally conceded he made the most of 
which is considered a weak CUte. He 
based his whole defense on the reliabil- 
ity of the roUcall, which *hows that Du- 
rant attended Dr. Cheney's lecture on 
the afternoon of April 8, and challenged 

the prosecution to prove that the call 
was ineom ct 

Mrs. I/\ik and Mr*. Crossett, the two 
eiderly witnesses who tertifiod that they 
saw Durant and Miss Lamnnt near the 
church, were treated gently. Dickin- 
son said that while he believed the wit- 
ness told what they believed to be the 
truth, he was convinced that their 
minds had boon worked upon by read- 
ing so much about the case. In sup- 
port of this he cited th» fact that neither 
witness told what she said i )v knew 
aliout the case until three or four 
months after the crime took place. 

The testimony of Mrs. Vogel and th" 
schoolgirls who swore fhev saw Durant 
and Miss Lomont board a Powell stre, 
street car in front of the Normal school, 
was disposed of in the same manner. 
Youth and old age, he said, were the 
tWO i>eriods in lift when people were the 
most positive in their statements and 
the most likely to be mistake-'.

Id by Du- 
rant on the stand to the effect that a 
stranger tapped him on the shoulder 
and gave him a clew to the whereabouts 
of Miss Lament, Mr. Dickinson nod the 

great number of anonymous letters re- 
ceived from certain cranks by the attor- 
neys of the defense made it probable 
that some one might have given Durant 
such a clew.

New York, Oct. 26. — R. (J. Dun & 
Company's weekly review of trade says: 
Ten days ago gold expert I seemed very 
near. But the break in cotton which 
then began ripened on Monday into a 
collapse sufficient to justify hope of a 
free movement. Hides have also dropped 
sharply at Chicago, leather is weaker 
and the adjustment of prices to real in- 
stead of imaginary conditions progresses 
rapidly. Already lower prices in iron 
have brought out some important con- 
tracts. Money markets cuuse remarka- 
bly little trouble. Cooler weather has 
generally helped retail trade, and with 
increased consumption by tho millions 
the way will be clear for better busi- 
ness. Already payments through clear- 
ing houses closely approach for October 
those of the best year in history, though 
reflei ting in part past transactions, and 
new orders are still much needed by the 
great industries. 

Cotton exports improve but little be- 
cause foreign stocks are so large and the 
lower prices give more confidence to 
mills which feared to purchase and man- 
ufacture when decline was reasonably 
expected. 

Wheat has risen three cents for the 
week, although western receipts, 7,977,- 
06(i bushels for the week against 5,059,- 
787 last year, continue unusually large, 
and Atluntjc exjsirts, including flour, 
1,176,117 bushels for the week against 
1 .s.\t;.i!M4 last year, and four weeks, 5,- 
784,579 bushels againei 9,105,046 last 
year, show plainly a slack demand from 
abroad. Nolxnly can give a reason for 
higher corn, and ]sirk declines 25 cents, 
lard a sixteenth and hogs 10 cents per 
100 pounds. 

Bessemer pig advanced, but finished 
products on the whole declined as much, 
oi her pig iron not rising. Rails to Oct. 
1—570.0O0 tons delivered and 708,000 
sold — made a pitiful record. 

Whether tinplate works will take 
HOO.OOO.OOO pounds of steel this year, as 
the latest official report indicates, will 
depend on prioes and sales of coke be- 
low the latest established price are no- 
ticed, with tho largest production on 
record. 

Textile manufacturers have for the 
moment disturbed rather that helped by 
the decline in cotton, because it checks 
buying of some fabrics with lower pric es 
for print cloths and prospects of lower 
prices for other goods. The demand 
fo» worsteds and dress goods is en- 
couraging, while in woolen goods the 
situation does not improve. Renewed 
orders are moderate, and men's goods 
ar« easy to buy at previous quotations.

Hut, 
he states that only silver produced in 
this country should thus be coined, that 
the present standard silver dollars of this 
country should be re-coined at the ratio 
stated, only on government account, and 
that the origin of the silver offered by 
private parties for coinage at the mints 
of this country should be ascertained by 
the oath of the owners of the metal. He 
believes that such free and unlimited 
coinage of silver enacted by the United 
States, as soon as possible, would be 
adopted also by other bimetallic and by 
silver monometallic countries and that 
it would necessarily lead in the near 
future to permanent international bimet- 
allism at the ratio stated. The pam- 
phlet is for sale by the author, J. G. Hert- 
wig, P. O. Box 164, Cincinnati, Ohio.

Has Accepted the Oall. 
Rev. I. P. Trotter, of Brownsville, Tenn., 
has accepted the call from the First 
Baptist Church of this city and will be- 
gin his work here the first of December. 



[Extract from a speech by ex-GoT. Campbell.] 
The last General Assembly (of Ohio), 
owing to its extravagant appropriation, 
was compelled to provide for the issue of 
short time bonds to the amount of $500,- 
000, all of which sum is wholly unpro- 
vided for, although maturing July 1, 1896. 
This would be bad enough in itself, for it 
is a practical loss to the people of the 
State, but that is not the worst. After 
these bonds had been authorized, a bill 
was rushed through exempting this 
$500,000 of private property from taxa- 
tion, thereby depriving the people of 
nearly $15,000 per year, which burden 
has been transferred from the bondhold 
era to the farmer, mechanic, merchant 
and manufacturer, who are the bond 
payers. Eighty-five thousand dollars of 
this was paid out in violation of the Con 
stitution for what are known as the 
"Wayne County bonds." These bonds 
had been issued unlawfully by the county 
of Wayne, and became the property of 
the Ohio Farmers Insurance Company. 
The General Assembly, through its kind- 
ness of heart and its desire that justice 
should be done the creditors of Wayne 
County, saddled this debt upon the State 
and then borrowed the money where- 
with to pay it. How could any one be 
so suspicious as to believe that these 
honorable gentlemen could have had any 
but the purest motives in transferring 
$85,000 from the public treasury to the 
coffers of a corporation ? 

These same gentleman have legislated 
the State into a financial condition where 
there ie a substantial deficit of $2,135,- 
218.95; and the proud Commonwealth of 
Ohio will soon be stared in the face by 
practical bankruptcy. The State Audi- 
tor estimated the revenues for 181*4 at 
0,742,728.88, exclusive of the half mil- 
lion in bonds. They proved to be $3,- 
887,622.85, or $94,899.02 above the esti- 
mate. He estimated $3,577,157.54 as the 
sum total of the revenues for the fiscal 
year 1895. Add to this the apparent 
balance of $354,727.85 carried forward 
from November 15, 1894, and the total 
assets of the State for this year amounted 
to $3,931,885.39.

The last General Assembly repeal- ! this 
bill and saddled upon the per, iM 
enormous and excessive official 6*, 
The same body enacted the iniamous 
judicial gerrymander of the State, by 
which the State judiciary was reduced to 
a partisan machine, and practically 
prostituted to partisan uses, as far as it 
lay in the Legislature to produce that 
effect. I'nder this gerrymander the 
Democrats of Ohio, although half 
the population, have less than 20 judges 
out of a total of 125. If any one act of 
this vicious General Assembly is worse 
than another it is this. 

In one session of the Seventieth Gen- 
eral Assembly so many private laws 
were passed authorizing the increase of 
indebtedness and for other reprehensible 
purposes, that the General A lembijr, 
shameless as it was, could nut ook its 
work in the face, but decreed that these 
laws should be published in a separate 
volume. So few copies were published 
that to-day it is almost impossible for 
lawyers and others requiring access to 
statutes to find a volume within the 
confines of the State. 

The increase in the local bonded in- 
debtedness of the State by the last Gen- 
eral Assembly exceeded even the enor- 
mous increases authorized by its pre- 
decessor.

dehtedness given below was authorized 
and created by a species of vicious spec- 
ial legislation, intended to evade the 
constitutional safeguards originally in- 
tended for the protection of the taxpayer. 
How utterly reckless the Legislature has 
been is best shown by the following table 
giving the amount of the grand duplicate 
in millions, the total amount of local 
bonded indebtedness, and the totkl 
amount of taxes, State, county and mun- 
icipal, collected for five years :

Thus it will be seen that in three 
years the enormous sum of $38,000,000 
has been added to the local bonded 
indebtedness of the State. Do the peo- 
ple realize the tremendous annual drain 
upon the property and resources of the 
commonwealth to meet the State, county, 
municipal and other local taxes ? Dur- 
ing the past year the total amount of 
taxes in all forms in the State of Ohio far 
exceeded $50,000,000. At this rate it 
would only take twenty -five years for 
the whole present valuation on the grand 
duplicate to pass through the hands of 
the tax-gatherer 1 This intolerable bur- 
den of taxes- must be lessened.

Equal Rights in New York. 

Appended is a law that went into effect 
in New York State June 15, 1895, giving 
colored people equal rights in that State. 
It was drafted by Republicans, enacted 
by a Republican Legislature'and approv- 
ed by a Republican Governor. The law 
provides a penalty of $100 to be paid to 
the aggrieved person for denying him any 
accommodation enumerated, and the per- 
son who refuses said accommodation 
shall also be fined (in addition) $100 or 
shall be imprisoned thirty days, or both. 
See Section 2, Chapter 1042, Laws of 
New York : 

That all persons within the jurisdiction of this 
State shall be entitled to the full unit equal ac- 
commodations, advantages, facllttes privileges 
of inns, restaurants, hotels, catiug-houses, bath 
house*, barber shops, theaters, music halls, pub- 
conveyances on laud or water, and all other 
places of public accommodation or amusement, 
subject only to the limitations established by 
law and applied alike to all rill*. 'lis.

Back in 1838 They Had a Tim* of It. 
Had to Hani Goods Prom Cm- 
Mr. L. H. Lonat was in town yesterday, 
and in a talk about the drouth and the 
low stage of water in the Ohio, stated 
that in the fall of 1838 the river was so 
low that parties living in Maysville had 
to haul goods from Cincinnati in wagons. 
On Christmas Eve that year a heavy 
snow fell, and the next morning the 
river was frozen over. 

People who lived at Minerva, German- 
town and other places back from the 
Ohio hauled water from the river for 
stock and drinking purposes. 

The first rise in the river that fall was 
caused by the melting of the snow just 
mentioned and came about the last of 
December, 

In the spring of '39, corn sold at f 1 a 
bushel, and Hour at $5 a barrel. Hilton 
paid 75 cents a bushel for the 1889 STOP 
of wheat; but the price soon dropped to 
about 40 cents, and thev all " went 
broke." 

During the low water of 1838, sugar 
was so scarce at Dover that the price ad- 
vanced from 5 cents to 25 cents a pound, 
and coffee from 1* to 50 cents.
